Somo 
brought out frozen broad, olhors frozen 
caviare, others frozen preserves, others 
again sausages, which could not bo bent 
evon if put against tho knee nnd prilled with 
all tho strength of both nrras. Can you 
imagine, without laughing, tho appoaraqco 
presented of seven hnlf-farnished people sit- 
lius nt a toblo with thirty different dishes 
before thorn, nnd unablo to touch one of 
them except nt tho risk of breaking their 
teeth ? Nothing could bo dono except to wait 
patiently for.thodishobto bo thawed. Grad- 
ually, as each article of food softens, faces 
brighten, and whon at lost a knife entered 
ono of the dishes, thero woro shouts of 
triumpji, which announced tho boginni ug 
of the meal.
